THEORY SMASHED IN VAIN 


Now the Disappointed Prize 


Hunter Calls Frenzied Finance 
Author a Plagiarist and 
Other Things. 


‘New York, June 4.—[Special.J—On a 


| melancholy day im February Van Cline 


Holmes, in a low state of mind on account 
of persistent illness and a slump in the stock 
market, was lying in his room uptown won- 
dering when, if ever, his luck was going to 
turn that he might again be on his feet and 
doing business on the right side of the market. 

Tiring of somber reflections, he sent out 
for the current periodicals, and presently 
there caught his eye the facsimile of a 
check for $5,000 purporting to be offered by 
Thomas W. Lawson. Any one who could 
expose the fallacy of the stock market 
theory propounded by Lawson in a novel 
he had written, the adwertisement said, 
could get the money on demand. 

Van Cline Holmes is a broker connected 
with the consolidated exchange house of W. 
W. Erwin & Co., 60 Broadway. Formerly he 
was in the employ of the stock exchange 
house of Post & Flagg, and while there con- 
sidered it his business to study the stock ex- 
change constitution. Wherefore Mk. Holmes’ 
depression turned into the giddiest glamour 
of optimism as he recalled a section of the 
constitution to his mind, completely upset- 
ting Mr. Lawson's theory. 

The discovery of easy money seemingly 
within his reach dispelled Holmes’ illness as 
by magic. He was bound no one should get 
to that check before him. He dressed and 
took an automobile downtown for a copy of 
the steck exchange constitution. This docu- 
ment In a short time he showed to Doubleday, 
Page & Co., Lawson's publishers, and filed 
with them a written demand for the money. 


No Chance to Get at Lawson’s Har. 
According to the advertisement the check 
was deposited with Doubleday, Page & Co. 


the check and then imparted the informa- 
tion, which was not contained in the ad- 
vertisement, that Mr. Lawson himself was 
the sole judge of the proposition as to wheth- 
er or not his theory had been punctured. 
Sorry were Doubleday, Page & Co., but if 
Mr. Holmes got the money he would have 
to secure Mr. Lawson's consent as a con- 
dition precedent. 

“Mr. Lawson has sent us the money,” 


uéntly to Mr. Holmes, * but any 


flaw in his acheme has to be taken up with 
him.“ 8 

According to Holmes he then got on Law- 
son's trail. He wrote the frenzied financier. 
He telegraphed him several times and he 
tried to get him on the long distance tele- 
phone. Lawson couldn't be got by wire once 
end the busy typewriters in his office seemed 
to have ceased clicking. No reply was forth- 
coming to any letters, and after awhile 
Holmes saw by the papers that the exponent 
of market manipulation had gone abroad. 

Some time later, in April, he received a 
letter from Edward McSweeney, Lawson's 
secretary, to the effect that the matter could 
not be taken up until Lawson's return. 

It was on Feb. 27, Mr. Holmes says, that 
he lodged his claim with Doubleday, Page & 
Co., and it was the following day that he 
wrote Lawson his first letter. 


Sure He’s Punctured Market Theory. 

Neither Holmes nor any brokers with whom 
he discussed the case has the slightest doubt 
he punctured the Lawson theory. The sub- 
stance of the theory was that any broker on 
the stock exchange could either buy or sell as 
much stock as his mouth could utter.“ The 
entire theory, the author contended, was 
based on honor and word of mouth, since no 
money or stocks changed hands, and not even 
a written contract was passed between buyer 
and seller until the day after the transaction. 
Any broker, Mr. Lawson insisted, could sell 
stocks up to millions of shares, mash the 
market into a condition of utter collapse, and 
make profits enough to bankrupt all the 
houses on the street. 

So it was “Bob Taylor,” hero, putting on a 
leonine expression, brought to bay the hell- 
hounds of the system,“ and sold several times 
the amount of stock in the world, routed 
“Barry Conant, the system’s head broker, 
created the worst panic in the history of the 
world, ruined scores of old firms, and regained 
a thousand times over the fortune “the hell- 
hounds” had taken from Beulah, the batty, 
in one of the op g chapters. 

It was all a fine’ bluff on the hero’s part, and 
Lawson, in response to criticisms, offered 
to give $5,000 to any one who could pfpve the 
bluff couldn’t be worked under the rules 
and practices of the exchange. 

How He’d Bluff the Bluffer. 

Mr. Holmes insists he has called Lawson's 
$5,000 bluff by citing section 1 of article 31 of 
the stock exchange constitution. The section 
says: 

Mutual cash deposits not exceeding 10 per cent 
may be required at any time by either party to the 
contract. Whenever the margin of either party be- 
comes reduced 5 per cent by reason of changes 
in the market value of securities further deposits 
may be called from time to time sufficient to 
restore the impaired margin. 

Hotmes further tnsists he is in a position to 
prove the rule has been enforced under cir- 
cumstances somewhat similar to those re- 
lated in the Lawson fiction. He goes further 
and charges Lawson openly and knowingly 
with having plagiarized an almost forgotten 
similar incident that occurred on the floor 
of the exchange. The rule has been put in 
force also on other occasions, he says. 

“ The facsimile of the Lawson check hasn't 
been appearing in eastern periodicals latter- 
ly,” said Mr. Holmes, but we get western 
papers in the office and every day or @ J 
see that check staring me in the face in some 
of these publications. It is becoming wo 
irksome for endurance,”

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HUNTS SIMPLE LIFE IN YAIN 


Texan Is Barred for Weak Men- 
tality from Dr. Gluck’s Colony. 


Lifers Don’t Want Him and Won’t Get 
Warrant—High Priest ‘Up in Air.“ 


Philfp Todes, who yearned to become a 
member of the Simple Life Architects’ so- 
clety in a three story brick building at 1171 
Milwaukee avenue, came all the way from 
Dallas,, Tex., three days ago. 

When he got here Dr. Asher Gluck, high 

priest of the colony, who dresses in linen 
throughout, wouldn't let him in because 
Todes was too simple, even for a simple 
lifer. 
Todes is 23 years old. For three days now 
he has sat om a stone doorstep just outside 
the colony importuning admission. He was 
sitting there late last night, not complaining 
any, but wishing he could get in. Gluck 
comes out once in awhile and hands him 
money or food and chases him away, but as 
soon as he goes indoors Todes comes back— 
like a cat. Nothing but the simple life for 
him, 

In desperation Dr. Gluck let the boy from 
Dallas sleep at the colony night before last, 
but he said he couldn’t take him in again, 
for the twenty-four other simple lifers 
woudn't stand for it. 


Gluck in Mental Distress. 

Lat last night Gluck said, in great mental 
distress: 

„What shall I do with this man? He won't 
go away. I've given him money and food and 
shelter, but I can’t take him into the colony, 
for it’s against our rules to accept any but 
the physically and mentally perfect. He's 
not right several ways and he’s got some- 
thing the matter with his stomach. If he 
was a one-eyed or one legged man I could 
give him employment, and, if the other col- 
onists wouldn’t mind, I suppose I could re- 
store him to health, but what am I to do?“ 

The doctor went out to the doorstep, gave 
Philip another 50 cent piece, and begged him 
to go away and stay away. The man who 
wanted to join the simple life colony looked 
at him admiringly, as an affectionate dog 
might, and shook his head, but he put the 
money in his pocket. 

Dr. Gluck has had a colony of simple lifers 


in the building for ahout a year, and the 


present number is twenty-four, mostly men. 
There’s a bricklayer, several carpenters, a 
hodcarrier with money, two or three school 
teachers, two elocutionary teachers, some 
printers, a painter or two, and the rest are 
just plain attendants who work around the 
colony. 
All Dress in Linen. 

The men and women have separate apart- 
ments even when they are married, to com- 
ply with certain theories of the doctor, which 
are too complicated to be gone into now. 
They wear linen clothes throughout, down 
to their shoes, summer and winter, and are 
a queer lot, but don’t take any stock in the 
free love doctrine. It isn’t mecessary that 
they have mogey, but everybody has to work 
eight hours a day to contribute to the society. 
Soon they are going to erect a building next 
door. 

Dr. Gluck is a strict vegetarian and not 
only thinks all men are hig brothers but goes 
so far as to say that cats and dogs are his 
cousins. So are beef cattle and sheep, and he 
rigidly refuses to eat his relatives. 

Everybody who belongs to the colony has 
to fill out an application telling in intelligible 
language why he wants to join. That was 
where Todes fell down. 


Gluck Physician and Inventor. 

Gluck is a physician and an inventor. He 
has a machine in a back room about as big as 
a reaper, that gives massage, vibrations, and 
exercises every part of the body, for those 
who are getting too fat or too thin and are 
too lazy to exercise themselves. He says it 
cost him $10,000 to build it, and anes

CANNOT IN CHASED...AWAY.. 


SEEKS DEATH BESIDE GRAVES 


Would Be Suicide Crazed. by 
Family Tragedy. 


Is Hurried to Hospital and Physicians 
Have Hope for Recovery. 


Kneeling at the graves of his mother and 
sister, who were burned to death in a fire 
on the south side two years ago, Harry L. 
Becker, 42 years old, a druggist, 818 Fifty- 
seventh street, who lives at 4746 Indiana ave- 
nue, attempted suicide early last evening at 
Rosehill, swallowing fifteen grains of mor- 
phine. 

He was found unconscious shortly after- 
ward by an employé of the cemetery and was 
taken to the Ravenswood hospital. His con- 
dition was at first said to be critical, hut 
later the physi¢ians expressed strong hope 
of his recovery. 

Becker’s brother, Leon G., who was for- 
merly associated with him in the drug busi- 
ness, says that ever since the fire which cost 
the lives of his mother and sister Harry had 
been despondent. Fearing just such a move 
as that of last evening, his brother said that 
a watch had been kept on him. 


Watcher Comes Too Late. 

In the afternoon when Harry told several 
clerks in the drug store that he was going to 
Rosehill one of them at once communicated 
with Fred Fisher, one of the volunteer watch- 
ers. Fisher followed shortly after Becker, 
but was delayed on the road and did not reach 
the cemetery until several hours after Beck- 
er. 

He entered the gate of the graveyard just 
as the police of the Summerdale station were 
removing the unconscious form of Becker to 
the hospital. Mr. Fisher followed to the hos- 
pital and at once communicated with Leon 
Becker at his home, 4462 Vincennes avenue. 
The latted started immediately for the hos- 
pital. 

When found by a cemetery employé Becker 
was lying almost across the two graves that 
contained the bodies of his mother and sister. 
The bottle that had contained the poison was 
lying close beside him on the ground. The 
centtery employé had noted the man’s pecu- 
liar actions as he entered the graveyard and 
had decided to watch him closely, but other 
duties distracted his attention and it was in 
an inspection of the grounds preparatory to 
closing them that he accidentally found 
Becker. 

Dr. B. Gaul was summoned and directed 
that the unconscious man be removed to the 
hospital. There he was revived sufficiently 
to give his name and address, but later lapsed 
into unconsciousness. His wife, brother and 
other relatives spent the greater part of the 
night at his bedside. 

The fire in which his mother and sister were 
burned occurred in their dwelling at Forty- 
fifth street and Forrestville avenue. They 
were trapped by the flames shortly before 
midnight and their charred bodies were found 
the following day by firemen buried in the 
ruins. 

Suicide After First are 

Because of their first quarrel over money 
matters last evening Mrs. Annie Newman, 25 
years old, wife of Albert Newman, foreman 
for McCormick harvester works, committed 
suicide in her house, 973 West Twentieth 
street, by turning on two gas jets.

The bomb was 
found dy Sheriff Sutherland of Shoshone 
county shortly after Orchard, in his confes- 
sion, gave the tip as to its whereabouts. 
Hawley went on then to tell how Orchard 
and Simpkins bought the materials for a new 
bomb, the one with which Steunenberg was 
finally murdered. From that he covered the 
killing of the former governor, and the ar- 
rest of Orchard, told of the confession of 
Orchard and the work of McPartland, the 
Pinkerton detective who has been largely in- 
strumental in the preparation of the case, 
to whom he referred as the terror of evil-

Eve Witness of Crime on Stand.

Steunenberg’s Son on the Stand. 


One of the witnesses examined was Julian 
Steunenberg, son of the murdered’ man. He 
is a square shouldered. fair haired, blue 
eyed young man, who had only a small part 
of the case against hie father’s murderers to 
make. He was at home on the night of the 
killing, but wag not examined as to that 
event. He had noticed Orchard in the streets 
of Caldwell for @everal days prior to the 
murder, and on one occasion hed talked with 
him at the railroa on.

Chicago University Professor 
Suffrage Will 
Cleanliness than 


Says 
Result in Better 
at Present. 


Profi Charles Zueblin, the University of 
Chicago sociologist, made an appeal for 
woman suffrage in a seminary address before 
the graduate students and professors of the 
university yesterday. He declared the women 
had made good when given a chance, and 
insisted they knew some of the municipal 
functions better than the men. 

Women should be allowed to take care of 
the municipal household, he declared. Men 
were out of place as directors of street clean- 
ing and refuse collecting. Their present posi- 
tion in this respect was abused, he said, and 
with the substitution he promised a cleaner 
city. 

Imagine cleaning the streets once a year if 
women were in control,“ he declared. It is 
absurd to suppose that men can take care of 
the municipal housekeeping as well as women 
could if they were organized. Women ought 
to take charge of such things as cleaning the 
streets and alleys and removing the refuse.“

HEAD OF LABOR FEDERATION 
SUGGESTS A NOVEL PLAN. 


Would Have Separate Buildings with 
Nenunion Teachers for the Pupils 
Whose Parents Are Opposed to Or- 
ganization of Wage Earners— 
Thirty Workers Strike on Structure 
im Michigan Avenue Formerly the 
Property of the Late J. A. Dowie, 


The erection of “ nonunion " schoolhousea, 
to which parents who do not sympathize ”’ 
with the unionization of teachers may send 
their children, was suggested yesterday by 
President Johm Fitzpatrick of the federation 
of labor as a solution of the labor question 
im the Chicago public schools. 

“TI don’t see why the schools shouldn't be 
divided,“ he said, “so that labor sympa- 
thizers may attend one school and labor 
opponents another. In many districts in the 
city union teachers are desired. In other 
localities perhaps there are objections to 
such an arrangement. By having both kindes 
of schools everybody would be satisfled.“ 


Will Aid Teachers’ Union. 

The labor chief said he did not know in 
what ratio the schools should be divided. He 
thought public demand should determine that 
point. 

Until there is’ a request for support from 
the teachers’ federation President Fitzpat- 
rick said the central labor body will take 
no action, but he declared the teachers will 
be backed up in their position of attempting 
to control the schools. The teachers’ union 
has thirty-one delegates in the federation of 
labor. 

Strike of Thirty Builders. . 

A strike of workmen was called on the 
building at Twelfth street and Michigan ave- 
nue, once used by John Alexander Dowie 
as an administration building and home 
for members of the Christian Catholio 
church.

Lottery Completely Beaten. 

In addition to the pleas of guilty, the de- 
fendants agreed to surrender to the govern- 
ment for destruction all lottery books, plates, 
and other paraphernalia, and, in addition, 
to immediately dispose of the printing estab- 
lishment belonging to the Honduras Nation- 
al Lottery company. 

With these pieas of guilty and the sur- 
render of all lottery material, the Honduras 
National Lottery company, which is the suc- 
cessor of the old Louisiana State Lottery 
company, passed out of existence, ending @ 
long struggle of the federal authorities. 

The federal authorities first attempted to 
break up the lottery business on the passage 
of the act of 1877, forbidding the transmis- 
tion of lottery matter by mall. In 1896 this 
was supplemented by the act forbidding the 
interstate carriage of lottery tickets or ad- 
vertisements of lottery matter. 

Since them the lottery tickets were printed 
at the lottery company’s plant in Wilming- 
ton, Del., and taken as personal baggage by 
messengers to their destination.

Will Interest Women of City in Start- | 


ing Educational Campaign to Pro- 
mote Sanitation and Resist Disease 
— Commission Will Act in Advisory 
Capacity to Dr. Evans in Times of 
Epidemic—Physicians and Business— 
Men Also to Act. 


Mrs. Marshall Field was appointed by 
Mayor Busse yesterday as a member of the 
new civic health commission authorized by 
the city council. Mrs. Field’s special duties 
on the commission, asidé trom her general 
work as an advisory commissioner, will 
be to enlist the interest of the women of Chi- 
cago in an educational campaign for public 
health and sanitation. 

The new commission, which was author- 
ized at the request of Commissioner of Health 
W. A. Evans, will act in an advisory capacity 
to the city health department on all matters 
pertaining to public health. During periods 
of high mortality Dr. Evans will consult with 
the commission as to the best means of check- 
ing the death rate. 

In times of epidemics, such as scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, and other contagious dis- 
eases, the commission will be asked to aid 
the health department in allaying sickness 
and preventing the spread of disease. Bach 
member of the commission will be assigned 
by Dr. Evans to special fields of work. 


Members of Commission. 

Besides Mrs. Marshall Field, those ap- 
pointed are: Dr. Nicholas Senn, Dr. Frank 
G. Billings, Dr. Charles E. Kahlke, Dr. Will- 
jam E. Quine, and Dr. C. H. McKenna, Mayor 
Busse’s personal physician. The members 
were selected by Dr. Evans in accordance 
with a plan made when he assumed charge of 
the health department. 

The appointment of the commission is the 
first step toward inaugurating an educa-}4 
tional campaign in the interest of Chicago's 
health and sanitation. The educational 
forces of the city also will be appealed to 
for help. 

In addition to this Dr. Evans is planning to 
appoint subsidiary boards for dealing with 
special matters, such as milk inspection, lodg- 
ing houses, isolation, ambulances, and other 
subjects coming within his jurisdiction. 


Mrs. Field Promises Aid. 

Valuable work among the woman’s clubs is 
expected from Mrs. Marshall Field, who 
promised Dr. Evans that she would take an 
active part in the work of the commission. 
When asked by Dr. Evans if she would serve, 
Mrs. Field consented immediately. She said 
she was a great admirer of Mayor Busseand 
that if she could do anything to improve the 
city’s health condition she would gladly do 
BO. 

The selection of this commission is in line 
with our plan of broadening the work of the 
department,“ said Dr. Evans. It ls done be- 
cause, if my services to the city are to be 
worth anything, I feel that a great deal of ed- 
ucational work must be done in regard to 
public health. 

“Mrs. Marshall Field was selected because 
we felt that the women of Chicago, who are 
as much interested in the health problem as 
the men, should be represented on the com- 
mission. I am sure that she will render the 
city valuable service.” -

WATCH WRECK BURN: SLAIN 


DYNAMITE EXPLOSION KILLS AND 
INJURES ONLOOKERS. 


Farmers and Residents of Reddick, 
III., Flock te Smashup on C., I. and 
8S. Road—Several Get There Just 
Before Car of Powder Is Reached 
by Flames and Explodes—Men in 
Switch Tower, Hurled Far, Escape 
Uninjured. 


Reddick, III., June4.—[Spectal. ]~—Three men 
are dead and half a score seriously injured as 
the result of a spectacuar freight wreck on 
the Chicago, Indiana and Southern road half 
a mile west of Reddick today. 

The freight train, made up of fifteen cars 
containing oil, naphtha, varnish, paint, dyna- 
mite, fron, lead pipe, and meat, was derailed 
opposite the switch tower at the junction of 
the Wabash and C., I. and S. roads. A hot box 
under an oil tank car was the cause of the 
wreck. 


Run to See Wreck; Killed. 

The oil immediately caught fire and the 
blaze attracted nearby farmers and residents 
of Reddick, who flocked to the wreck. 

Nearly a score of those living nearest to the 
junction had reached the wreck and were 
standing about when a car laden witn dyna- 
mite was reached by the flames and expioded. 
The explosion scattered a car of iron piping 
like chaff. Nearly every one standing about 
the wreck was grazed or struck by flying 
iron. 

Fred Happing, a barber of Reddick who 
had run over to see the wreck, was killed in- 
stantly, a piece of piping almost sevéring 
his head. The other two killed were tramps. 
They had been injured in the wreck, and the 
explosion scattered fragments of their bodies 
over the flelds. 


Towermen Blown Far Into Field. 

Joe Johnson, who was tending the switch 
tower, and Jake Weimer, who was in the 
tower with him, were hurled through a win- 
dow of the tower by the explosion and landed 
in an oats fleld 200 yards away, practically 
unhurt. The most seriously injured are Earl 
Nelson, Harry Guest, John Smith, Henry 
Kelly, and John Follen, men living nearby, 
who had gone over to see the wreck. 

Had the explosion occurred ten minutes 
later when a crowd of 200 persons were 
gathered about the wreck there would have 
been a more serious casualty list. 


Countryside Daubed with Paint. 

The exploding dynamite dug a hole 150 feet 
long and 50 feet wide, and wrecked the right 
of way for hundreds of yards, bringing down 
telegraph and telephone polea. Nearly every 
window and a good many of the doors in Red- 
dick were blown in, and windows were broken 
in farmhouses in a radius of three miles. 

Corn and oats flelds for hundreds of yards 
on each side of the track were littered with 
ear trucks, iron and lead piping, and meat, 
and the whole countryside was daubed with 
paint and varnish after the explosion.

BRAGANZA SEES CHANCE IN POR- 
TUGAL DISPUTE. 


Dom Miguel Will Wait a Reasonable 

. Time for an Invitation to Accept 
Scepter—However, at Present There 
Doesn't Seem to Be Any Crying De- 
mand for His Services—Present 
Ruler Likely te Hold His Jeb for 
Awhile. 


VIENNA, June 4—Dom Miguel de Bragan- 
za, head of the line of thé house of Braganza, 
which formerly reigned over Portugal, an- 
nounced today through the medium of the 
local newspapers his readiness to fill any 
vacancy in the Portuguese throne arising 
from the present emen dispute in 
that country. 

Dom Miguel, who was reat in 1853 and is an 
officer in the Austrian army, will await a 
sufficientiy influential invitation before en- 
tering the breach, but there is no indication 
up to the present time that this will be forth- 
coming. 

The house of Braganza dates back tothe 
end of the fourteenth century. The father 
of Dom Miguel was the late king Miguel I., 
Duke of Braganza, who seized the throne 
from his niece, Queen Maria II., daughter 
of Emperor Pedro I., of Brazil, and was king 
of Portugal from 1828 to 1834, when Queen 
Maria, after a civil war, was restored to the 
throne. Charles I., the reigning sovereign, 
is the third king of Portugal of the Bra- 
ganza-Coburg line. 


YOUTH INVENTS MINERS’ AID. 


Machine Built by Boston Technical Stu- 
dent Will Revolutionize Method 
of Concentrating Ores. 


Boston, Mass., June 4.—[ Special. }—John M.

Gen. Count Wilhelm von Hohenau, adju- 
tant of the emperor, retired today, according 
to an announcement. made this evening. 
Count von Moltke, commandant of. Berlin, 
was forced to resign some time ago because 
of the same affair. 


Brilliant Career Ended. 


Prince Bulenberg has been xnown for his 
brilliant social and literary gifts and had 
been carried on the foreign office list since he 
left the embassy at the Austrian eapital in 
1902, with the salary of an ambassador wait- 
ing for an appointment. This it was always 
understood was by his own choice, as he 
preferred to enjoy a position at court rather 
than take a new post. 

Both retirements, the newspapers aver, are 
conhected with the accusations against court 
officials recently pubMshed in th® Zukunft, 
a weekly publication edited by Maximilian 
Harden. The Zukunft alleged that a round 
table“ at court was endeavoring to influence 
the emperor’s political actions, and it was 
further claimed that the members of this

U. S. SIGNAL CORPS BALLOON 
GOES 140 MILES IN4 1-2 HOURS. 


Capt. Chandler Says Steady Breeze Im- 


—Through Dense Clouds. 


Harrisburg, Pa., June 4.—[Special.]—Capt. 
C. D. F. Chandler of the United States signal 
corps and his companions, J. C. McCoey and 
Lee Steveng of New York, ended their bal- 
loon trip this afternoon at 5:45 o’clock at 
Linglestown, nine miles northeast of here. 
The trip, which covered 140 miles, required 
four hours and thirty-seven minutes. The 
balloonists maintained an average height of 
4.500 feet, and at times went as high as a 
mile and a half. 

After leaving, the aeronauts encountered 
cloudy weather and rain through dense 
clouds. A steady wind from the south drove 
the big balloon almost due north. Capt. 
Chandler said: 

We were simply on a pleasure trip and 
everything came off without accident. We 
had a steady breeze back of us that impelled 
us along as fast as the average train. Now 
and then we ran into currents of air that 
shifted us for a time to the northeast or 
northw we kept pretty steadily on a 
straight liné. 

Mr. Stevens, who made the balloon, said 
the test was all that had been looked for. 
The 85,000 cubic feet of gas held well and 
the balloon could have gone many: more miles.

New York, June 4.—[{Special.]—Micnael L.

McLaughlin Once Divorced, 

The ceremony had to be performed outside 
of the state, because, under the laws of New 
York, McLaughlin may not be married again 
under their jurisdiction. It was only five 
months ago that the bridegroom of tonikht’s 
marriage was divorced by his wife, who was 
Migs Celia Benjamin, to whom he was mar- 
ried on June 30, 1890. 

Miss Jackson was born in Chicago and 
still is a young woman, notwithstanding that 
for some years she charmed the late Queen 
Victoria and the empress of Germany.

WILL BEGIN SOON 


Franklin K. Lane Announces 
Plans After Conference 
with Roosevelt. 


Government Expects to Compel 
Magnate to Answer Cer- 
tain’ Questions. 


Washington, D. C., June 4—Franklin K. 
Lane, interstate commerce commissioner, 
announced tonight after a conference with 
President. Roosevelt that before July 1 legal 
proceedings would be instituted to compel 
Mr. Harriman to answer certain questions 
propounded to him by members of the com- 
mission at the recent hearing in New York 
when the Alton deal was under investiga- 
tion. ‘ 

Counsel Kellogg to Act. 

Previous to his conference with the presi- 
dent, Commissioner Lane had conferred with 
Frank B. Kellogg, special counsel for the 
government in the Harriman investigation. 
Mr. Kellogg, it is understood, will have a 
conference with the president sometime this 
week, and later will go to New York to in- 
stitute suit against Mr. Harriman to compel 
him to answer the questions regarding the 
Alton transaction. 

At this conference all the members of the 
commission will be present, and it will be 
definitely decided what action the adminis- 
tration is to take in regard to the criminal 
prosecutions against Mr. Harriman, While 
no date has been set for this conference, it 
probably will be held on Thursday or Satur- 
day of this week. 


Long Legal Fight May Result. 
The proceedings to compel Mr. Harriman 
to answer the quéstions referred to will be 
brought in the courts of the southern district 
of New York. Whether the prosecution or 
the defense should win the decision, the case 
ig expected to be appealed to higher courts, 
and ultimately to the Supreme court of the 
United States. According to opinions ex- 
pressed by members of the interstate com- 
merce commission, it may be a year or even 
more before a final decision cam be reached. 


GET JURY TO TRY SCHMITZ 
ON ACHARGE OF EXTORTION. 


Court Disqualifies Sheriff and Coroner 
from Court Functions and Appoints 
Elisor to Have Charge of Jurors. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 4—The jury was 
completed this afternoon for the trial of 
Mayor Schmitz on the first of the five in- 
dictments returned against him by the Oli- 
ver grand jury, by which he is accused 
jointly with Abraham Ruef with having ex- 
torted from Joseph Malfanti $1,175 as the 
first installment of a $5,000 annual bribe to 
secure to the French restaurant keepers of 
San Francisco their Ucenses to sell liquor.

Judge Dunne has decided 
that the jurors shall have no newspapers to 
read until all articles relating to the case 
have been censored. They may receive no 
general mall, nor may they be communicated” 
with by their families except under ‘the 
acrutiny of the elisor.

The Rev. Rufus A, White in Doc- 
torate Address Reminds Graduates 
Ideas Underlie Practical Efforts,

Chicago business men toward men of tech- 
nical education and theories was uttered bx 
the Rey. Rufus A. White, who delivered the 
doctorate addrees and charge to the class at 
the twenty-fifth annual commencement of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, held 
in Studebaker hall yesterday afternoon. 

“ The interrelation of thought and theory 
to practice and actuality is the secret of all 
human progress, said Mr. White. bvery 
practical work which is realized is the result 
of an idea or a thought. Yet we often hear 
among our hard headed Chicago business 
men the sneering expression, ‘ Leave theoriz- 
ing and sentimentality to preachers and pro- 
fessors, it has no place in practical affairs.’ 
But with all our defense of theories and 
ideals we must not discard practicability and 
actuality. For you, as physicians, both 
realms are particularly open. To your tech- 
nical knowledge and ideals add conseientlous 
love of mankind, for through ministering to 
the needs t the body you also ne to 
the spirit.“

CONSULAR BILL IS DRAFTED. 


Executive Committee of National Busi- 
ness League Will Ask Congress to 
: Amend the Lodge Law. 


A bill for the reorganization of the United 
States consular service was drafted yester- 
day by the executive committee of the Nh- 
tional Business league, go supplement the 
Lodge bill enacted by the fifty-ninth congress. 
Among its provisions for improvement of the 
consular service are: ! 

1. Removal of the service from the sphere of 
political influence by enactment of the merit 
system of examination, e i and pro- 
motion of consuls. 

2. Creation of an examining board, with ex- 
amination scale of 80 to 100. 

3. Minimum and maximum age limit of 21 and 40 
years respectively for admission to‘the service. 
4. Consuls to be familiar with one modern lan- 
guage other than English, and possess a knowledge 
of the natural industrial and commercial resources 
and the commerce of the United States. 

5. Tenure of office to continue only during em- 
ciency and conduct of the highest grade. 

The league also advocates a reasonable re- 
tiring pension for consular officials. Among

Subordinates Declare He Insti- 
gate?

The city of Chicago is in danger of losing 
the valuable services of H. O. Nourse, for 
six years superintendent of the water office. 
Evidence was given before the civil service 
commission yesterday which made a strong 
case against Nourse of what ex-President 
Grover Cleveland once called “ pernicious 
political activity,” and formal charges 
against him are expected to follow, 

Commissioner of Public Works Hanberg, 
who is Nourse’s superior officer, said last 
evening he would not do anything until he 
had received a tranecript of the evidence 
before the commission. That will be fur- 
nished him today. The inference, however. 
was he would file charges for the removal 
of Nourse as soon as he got it. Inthe mean- 
time the commission gave s0 much credence 
to the testimony that it ordered a rehearing 
in the case of the main complaint against the 
superintendent. 


Political Activity the Cause. 
The complaint against Nourse before the 
civil service commission was that he had 
caused employés of the water office to be

In spite of all the courtesies shown by 
King Edward to the colonial premiers who 
have recently been in conference in Lon- 
don, and notwithstanding the lavish hos- 
pitality with which they have been enter- 
tained, both publicly and privately, they are 
all of them, with the exception of Gen. 
Botha, new returning home thoroughly im- 
bittered and All the objects 
which they had in view in coming to London 
have heen rejected by the government, which 
has turned a deaf ear to their views in every 
particular, so much so that they have been 
asking themselves what possible purpose 
the home authorities could have had in mind 
in bringing them from a distance so many 
thousands of miles to London, when they 
had determined beforehand to refuse to en- 
tertain any of their suggestions and requests. 
No question has been settled; no problem 
solved; no dimculty smoothed away by the 
conference. On the contrary, the latter has 
resulted in new causes of irritation, and in 
the creation of fresh issues between the 
mother country and her dependencies. 

It is not alone the fact that all the hopes of 
the colonial premiers were disappointed, but 
it was also the manner in which they were 
defeated. There seems to have been a com- 
plete absence of tact and of suavity on 
the part of the administration in dealing 
with them, especially at the colonial de- 
partment, and matters may be said to have 
reached a climax when Winsfon Churchill, 
the undersecretary of state for the colonies, 
actually went out of His way in a public 
speech to remind them that the laws of hos- 
pitality imposed sacred obligations not only 
upon the hosts but also upon the guests, and 
that under the circumstances it would be 
well if the colonial premiers were more dis- 
creet in their after-dinner utterances. In 
one word, the colonial conference, of which 
so much was hoped in the direction of 
strengthening the bonds of affection between 
the mother country and Greater Britain be- 
yond the seas, has largely, in consequence 
of the lack of diplomacy on the part of the 
colonial department in London, resulted in 
the creation of a bitterness among the 
colonial premiers and their supporters which 
bodes ill for the homogeny of the British em- 
pire. :

Inasmuch as American law, save in certain 
southern states, is to a great extent based 
upon British jurisprudence, and has much 
in common therewith, it may be of interest 
in these days of motor and bicycle accidents 
to call attention to a decision which has 
just been rendered by Sir Walter Phillimore 
and Sir Reginald Bray, sitting as a high 
court of appeal in London. After a trial last- 
ing several days the Supreme court justices 
finally decided that all animals belonging to 
human beings were entitled to the use of 
the high roads, and that their owners could 
not be held responsible for any accident re- 
spiting from their presence on the road. 
This momentous decision was called forth 
by a dog which, in the neighborhood of Bir- 
mingham, startled a hen, which upset a 
cyclist, who brought an action for damages 
against the owner of the hen in the county 
court, which decided against the claim. 
Thereupon the cyclist, in spite of the great 
expense of such proceedings, carried the mat- 
ter to the high court of appeal, which, after 
lengthy and mature deliberation and hear- 
ing erudite arguments from learned king’s 
counsel on both sides, ultimately confirmed 
the decision of the lower court on the ground 
that the hen had a perfect right to use the 
public high wey. 

Counsel for the cyclist had urged that the 
hen was too stupid to be allowed the use 
of the road, since it was by nature impos- 
sible of direction. Cattle, sheep, even pigs, 
could be driven, he asserted, and therefore 
had a right to the road, but no one could 
drive hens, which accordingly lost the right 
of traveling on a road and even of flying 
across it, excepting at an impossibly high 
pitch, The court declined to admit this 
view and took the ground that the hen, be- 
ing an “animal” of man, had a perfect 
right to be on the high road. 

It may seem wrong that a bicycle should 
be smashed, its Owner badly injured, and a 
hen presumably die, without any one having 
a claim to damages at law. But after all 
some accidents are accidents, and in such 
cases, though the sufferers have a grievance, 
it lies against the general scheme of the uni- 
verse rather than against any individual 
actionable at law. That, at any rate, was 
the view of the high court of appeal, which 
brought to light the curious fact that there 
was no precedent in English law to guide 
the judges of counsel in the matter, since, 
in ‘spite of the innumerable .

Manchurian Trade a Factor. 

‘ The secretary has been informed of the 
conclusion of the new Franco-Japanese ar- 
rangement which insures practically a free 
hand for Japan in southern Manchuria and 
will enable France to enter into a treaty with 
Russia, if it be deemed necessary, by which 
the latter power can have a free hand in 
northern Manchuria. This vast region, in 
itself an empire, which was the theater of 
war between Russia and Japan, thus will 
remain in the hands of foreign powers in- 
stead of being restored to China, the osten- 
sible object of Japan’s action in entering 
upon hostilities. ; f 

Secretary Root, however has remained 
absolutely indifferent to the Franco-Jap- 
anese negotiation; as he has to the negotia- 
tions between Russia and Japan. American 
trade with Manchuria has not been benefited 
by Japan’s control of southern Manchuria, 
but, on the other hand, many obstacles have 
been put in the way of the sale of American 
goods. 

One of the reasons of the promotion of Sir

No Assistance for China. 

China cannot expect any assistance from 
the United States unless the present policy 
of the state department be changed. Only a 
few years ago this government was joining 
Japan and other powers in insisting upon the 
integrity of China, which included the reten- 
tion of Manchuria by the Celestial empire. 
The indifference of the department today may 
be due to the belief. entertained by the sec- 
retary that the time will come sooner or later 
when the present dynasty which rules China 
will be overthrown. 

There is a great deal of unrest and even re- 
volt in southern China, but the government 
seems to have the upper hand at present. 
The administration here is sufficiently con- 
cerned about the situation to give it careful 
attention and to distribute its men of war so 
as to protect Americans and their interests 
in case they are endangered. : 

It is the view of diplomats here who have 
had far eastern experience that Japan is pre- 
paring by negotiations sae has conducted in 
Europe to exercise potent influence upon the 
territorial disposition of the empire should 
revolt against the dynasty result in its over- 
throw. In spite of the declarations which 
were made by the powers relating to the pres- 
ervation of the territorial integrity of China 
and the maintenance of the open door it is 
apparent that these principles will be ob- 
served only so long as they are enforced bya 
nation or by a combination of nations strong 
enough to impose their will upon the rest of 
the world, 


oe 
American Trade Falling Off. 

Bo long as the United States actively has 
championed these principles all the great 
powers were united in supporting them. 
Japan especially declared she was pledged 
to the preservation of China and to the view 
that there should be absolute equality ‘of 
trade in the empire among al! nations. 

No one can deny, however, that southern 
Manchuria is now under Japanese infiu- 
ence to such an extent that that country 
is able to dominate it. The nearness of Japan 
to all China gives it a geographical advantage 
in commerce which makes it willing to sup- 
port the open door principle for a time. 

The trade of the United States with the 
Chinese empire during the ten months of the 
present fiscal year, according to the latest 
figures available, was valued at $49,000,000, 
which was $11,000,000 less than for the cor- 
responding period in 1906 and 314 000 000 
less than in 1906. The falling off in trade dur- 
ing 1906 was due partly to the boycott insti- 
tuted by the Chinese because of the reported 
ill treatment of their emigrants by American 
authorities. 


N eo 
Work of the New Bureau. 

The steadiness with which trade has 
dropped, however, has led to an Investigation 
and the belief is current in oriental circles 
that it is due to the failure to maintain Amer- 
ican prestige by actively supporting the prin- 
peiples which were of highest importance not 

only to China but to the United-States. 

The new bureau of Asiatic affairs, by giving 
special attention to far eastern questions, is 
expected to keep the secretary constantly 
informed in regard to conditions and to ad- 
vise him as to steps he should take to meet 
them. So far as the relations of Japan with 
this country are concerned, the authorities 
are confident that the Tokio government is 
not responsible for the agitation which exists 
among the Japanese people against the 
United States. The reports received by the 
state department from San Francisco in- 
dicate there is latent race feeling, but the 
police measures which have been taken in 
response to the representation of the Jap- 
anese ambassador are expected to prevent 
a recurrence of the outrages of which Japan 
complains.

Follows England at First. 

The Italian minister of foréign affairs, Sig. 
Tittont, waa strongly influenced at the out- 
set by his previous service as Italian am- 
bassador at London. While there he had 
heard the statement of the British premier, 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, in favor of 
a reduction of armaments, and later the 
official announcement by Sir Edward Grey 
favoring @ diminution of military expenses. 
When, @few weeks later, Titton! was re- 
called to become minister of foreign affairs, 
he announced to the chamber of deputies that 
as foreign minister he adhered to the hu- 
maniftarian British ideas which, as ambassa- 
dor, he had previously approved in London. 
He added: 

“The government will give its representa- 
tives to The Hague the mission to support 
and second the English initiative.“ 

This declaration awakened) considerable 
apprehension at Berlin, where it was pointed 
out that Italy, although a member of the 
triple alliance, was pursuing the policy which 
the other members of the triple alliance, Ger- 
many and Austria, opposed.

Meets the German Chancellor. 

The situation suddenly changed as a con- 
sequence of a meeting between Sig. Tit- 
toni and the German chancellor, Prince von 
Bülow, at Rapallo. The two statesmen 
were together nearly three hours, entirely 
alone, and without notes being taken of 
their conversation, so that there is no evi- 
dence as to the arguments dealt with. From 
what has leaked out from different quarters 
it seems, however, that Prince von Bilow, 
although acknowledging that the situation 
of Italy was delicate and difficult, and that 
Sig. Tittond was very abie in steering between 
the shoals, complained that the Italian gov- 
ernment, whenever a question of internation- 
al character arose, did not think it necessary 
to show a united front with the other two 
members of the triple alliance. 

Several instances were cited to support 
this contention, beginning with the Cretan 
question, in which Italy joined Russia, 
France, and England, while Germany and 
Austria refused to enter the group of the 
protectors of that island, and ending with 
the still sore subject of the Algeciras con- 
ference, where, according to Germany, 
Marquis Visconti Venosta and Mr. Henry 
White, with the greatest diplomatic tact, 
ended by isolating Berlin and Vienna.

Von Buelow’s Protest Wins. 

The arguments of Prince von Bülow were 
not without weight from the point of view 
of an ally to an ally, so that Tittoni had the 
idea of a middle course which would save 
the susceptibilities of all powers concerned 
by proposing such a procedure in the dis- 
cussion of the limitation of armaments as to 
be acceptable to all. 

Prince von Bülow agreed, so immediately 
after his return to Rome Tittoni made to 
the great powers the proposition which he 
thought would settle the matter, but, un- 
fortunately, it was not accepted, not even 
by Germany herself. It appears that Prince 
von Bülow had misunderetood the proposi- 
tion when laid before him at Rapallo. 

The struggle which has been going on to 
secure Italy’s support finally led to Sig. Tit- 
toni’s statement in the chamber of deputies 
on May 165, reflecting a conservative middle 
course, by which Italy maintains her friend- 
ly attitude to the British peace proposals and 
at the same time renews her loyalty to Ger- 
many aud Austria by sharing their reserva- 
tions on the impracticability of the imme- 
diate realization of the British plan.

LONDON, June 4—The eve of Derby 
day finds Capt. Greer’s colt, Slieve Gallion, 
an unshaken favorite at odds of 13.to 8, but 
the result of the race ts not the foregone con- 
clusion it was in recent years. Not a few ex- 
pect Lord Rosebery’s Bezonian to realize the 
expressed opinion of his jockey, Maher, that 
he will pass the favorite to the winning post. 

Maj: Loder’s Galvani, who t Slieve Gal- 
lion for the Middle Park plate last year, is 
less favored tonight than a short time ago. 
It is regarded as significant that none of his 
stable companions has won a race this year. 

The betting against Croker's Orby and Col. 
Baird's Wool Winder is 100 to 12 and 10 to 1 
respectively, but each has a following. 

There are only nine probable starters, 
compared with twenty-one last year. It is 
noteworthy that three horses, Slieve Gallion, 
Galvani, and Orby, are Irish bred, Irish 
trained, and Irish owned. For the first time 
in some years there is no French competitor. 
Nevertheless, the attendance of French 
sports promises to be unusually large. A 
young member of the French Rothschilds 
laid £5,000 to £4,000 on Slieve Gallion today. 

The weather prospects are not encourag- 
ing. The unseasonable frigidity of the last 
few days lessened today, but indications are 
it will be rainy. This, however, will not di- 
minish the usual crowd attending the race, 
which will include the king and queen, and 
the prince and princess of Wales. 

American interest in the Derby is centered 
in Orby. If Reiff.succeeds with the Croker 
colt the satisfaction of Americans abroad will 
have no limits. They are backing Orby toa 
great extent on sentimental grounds, while 
a large number of English and Irish sports- 
men are placing their money on him on a 
purely practical foundation, believing Crok- 
er has the dark horse in Orby. 

Croker himself is fairly sanguine. He said 
tonight: I know Orby is a good horse. He 
has not been beaten this year, and in every 
race has thoroughly fulfilled expectations, 
In Ireland he has done the Derby distance 
in record time, which shows he is sufficiently 
fast to be considered the possible wiener. 
Personally, it will delight me to have my 
horse win: I bred Orby. who is out of the
